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Obstructives on Petition. 

O.ir Obstructive colemponiry is apparent- 
ly delighted that we should have noticed 
the puppetism of this colony in our last 
issue. It is so unusual for that concern to 
be noticed at all, that it imagined it was 
spoken to when it was not; and conse- 
quently turns over tho sweet morsel in de- 
lif^ht. We hope its ardor may not be 
damped, when we plead not guilty of hav- 
ing noticed its ridiculous verbiage 3 but pro- 
pose nov» to offer it a gentle .reminder thai 
we are not entirely ignorant of its insignifi- 
cant existence. 

As the organ of " Japhet in search of a 
''^father," or " Gary in search of colonial e-xpe- 
rienoe," it boldly insults the intelligence of 
this oommunily— this colony— by stating that 
tlie people are only fit to petition "/or suck 
offices as bell-ringers, beadles, or charity hospi- 
tals." Whether it founds its opinion, i'l this 
respect, on the election of such men as 
Cary, or the reiurn of such a dough-faue as 
Franklin, we cannot say. If it did, possibly 
it would have some grounds for the asser- 
tion ; but whenever that is analyzed, it will 
be discovered that both the parties alluded 
to secured the suffrages ot the people by 
professing honest principles before election, 
and lost public confidence .since by acting 
out the reverse. In our'. last issno we in- 
quired whelhtT. there were meii in the conn 
try who were- so mean-spirited as to oon- 
sidef themselves unfit for .^elf-governmnni, 
or incapable of choosing their oUico-bearers. 
The Obstructive hurdy-gurdys admit that 
they answered that description ; and that 
they are only fit to petition for beadles, bell- 
ringers, etc. Perhaps they arc not far wrong 
as to their position in public eslinaation. 
They should know best. So far aj our en- 
tire inhabitants ate concerned, however, we 
cannot but reprobate such language, when 
applied to them, as a gross insult to the in- 
telligence, wealth and enterprise of this 
community, and particularly to Ih^ _ many 
gentlemen, in every department of-'BOoiety, 
who signed Mr. Cooper's recominendation 
for the office of Treasurer. 

One of the nSSst sacred lights of English- 
men—as old, or older, than Magna Charta— 
is the right of petition ; and yist we are told 
that fit subjects for petition ate the lowest 
and most insignificant offices. Gov. Dong- 
las may feel delighted in sneering out such 
remarks; or in noticing their appearance in 
an organ supported through his patronage 
by public money, for public printing that 
the proprietor of this paper has oll.!r<-'d to 
do for 7Wthuig. Hut wn tell His H.vcell.>nry, 
and all ci.ncerneil, that they will liv.; tn re- 
gret their ine.xcnsal)le superciliousness, and 
their HuperlalivH contenipt for public opin- 
ion. It is one thing to exercisu the preroga- 
tive of the Crown in bestowing patronage, 
irrespective of the wishes of the people; 
Liiid wp concede that the Governor possesses 
ilmt right ; yet it i.s quite another thing when 
a respectful recommendation i« not mtrely 
rel\ised ; but is met by unqualified- insult 
through the acknowledged organ of the gov- 
ernment. 

The pith and essence of our article 
on "puppets" was directe.l against the 
principle of filling public olfices by appoint- 
ment, instead of electing Ihetn.

country from fraud; from bribery; from 
corruption; from every member having his 
price as some have here, and as many had 
during VValpolo's twenty years of power. 
To insure purity in parliament, the British 
people adopted election to offico after being 
nominated to office by the Crown ; and yet 
the supercilious ignoramus that quill-drives 
for the Gazette tolls us that elections are 
bad, are ropnblicaii, are American, are un- 
English ; and asks, "Are we to keep our 
English form of government, or give it up 
for American." In no British colony having 
self-government is there any such thing as 
appointment to the office of a head of de- 
partment, e.xcept it is followed by re-elec- 
tion. The local " Franchise . Act, 1859," 
makes it necessary here for members to be 
re-elected on accepting office ; and yet 
elections arg bad,,and productive of fraud. 
Our humble opinion is that the danger to 
this community is in allowing men to fill 
oflice without election. Take Mr. Goidoii. 
If our information is correct, tho treasury 
was notified last Wednesday of his appoint- 
ment to the office Treasurer. If correct, 
and we beliove it, he must resign, and bo- 
fore ho can sit in tho House again be re- 
elected. And yet elections are the creators 
of fraud. We believe a great fraud was 
cominitlecl by some parties at the last elec- 
tion. It is easily perceived wheio. 

Wo are told that "all Governors repre.'cnt 
the ministry of the day." God help the 
English natioii if Governor Douglas ropre- 
sents tho ministry. . He certainly don't re- 
present/,thi8 colony; ripr the next. It 
would.beasad picture to contemplate, if 
either were so. We were always inclined 
to imagine him the exponent of shakey prin- 
ciples, one thing to-day and another thing 
to-morrow— a Tory by love and a Whig by 
fear ; but we never had such good autho- 
rity for concluding that, we were right be- 
fore. Now his nruaii siiys so, by way of 
paraphrase. Still wo ilo not want a Gover- 
nor to represent the ministry of the day five 
thou.sand miles dislaiit ; but to represent, 
not inis-represent, tlio well understood 
wishes of tho people here; and till he does 
no he will neither be popular nor useful.
